UNSUBS REMOVED A SCREEN, AND BROKE A SMALL HOLE IN. A GLASS 
WINDOW LEADING INTO THE MASTER BEDROOM CLOSET AREA. THE HOLE 
EXPOSED THE LOCKING DEVISE AND THE WINDOW WAS OPENED. SEVERAL 
ITEMS HAD BEEN NEATLY STACKED OUTSIDE THE WINDOW TO THE ENTRYWAY 
OF THE WINDOW.

SEVERAL SHOE IMPRESSIONS WERE FOUND IN THE BEDROOM LEADING 
TO THE PATIO SLIDING DOOR. IT IS UNKNOWN IF ENTRY WAS MADE 
INITIALLY THROUGH THE SMALL CLOSET WINDOW, OR IF THE PATIO DOOR 
WAS LEFT UNLOCKED BY THE RESIDENTS. 

UNSUBS REMOVED TWO JEWELRY BOXES FROM TWO SEPARATE CHESTS OF 
DRAWERS. THERE WAS NO INDICATION THAT THE UNSUBS HAD ENTERED ANY 
AREAS OTHER THAN THE MASTER BEDROOM AND CLOSETS. VICTIM AND 
SEVERAL FAMILY MEMBERS WERE INSIDE THE RESIDENCE AT THE TIME THE 
INCIDENT OCCURRED. ESTIMATED TIME OF BURGLARY IS BETWEEN 6:30 
P.M. AND 9:00 P.M. 

THE JEWELRY BOXES AND MISCELLANEOUS JEWELRY AND COINS WERE 
FOUND ON THE GROUND NEAR THE RESIDENCE ALONG THE PATH OF 
DEPARTURE. UNSUBS SEEM TO HAVE JUMPED THE WALL OF THE VICTIMS 
YARD AND TRAVELED ALONG A DRAINAGE DITCH TO THE ADJOINING STREET. 

UNSUBS ARE POSSIBLY CONNECTED TO SEVERAL OTHER BURGLARIES IN 
THE AREA WITH A TOTAL ESTIMATED LOSS TO BE APPROXIMATELY $1.8 
MILLION IN CASH AND JEWELRY. THEY TAKE ONLY CASH AND JEWELRY, 

AND ENTER THE BEDROOM WHILE RESIDENTS ARE HOME. UNSUBS THEN

GARAGIOLA recalled that the date_Qf_^e burglary on his 
residence was March 23, 1988. His wif e | | stated that they 

discovered the burglary at approximately 10:00 p. m. as they 
prepared to go to bed after a television show. She added that 
the alarm system was almost always activated while they were in 
the house, but on that particular evening they had had relatives 
for dinner. Because of the children that were also present, they 
had turned the alarms off so that the children would not activate 
them as they entered and exited the residence. 

JOE GARAGIOLA continued by saying that everything at 
his residence was okay a t approximately 8 ;oq p. m. At 
approximately 9:00 p. m. | |visited the residence 

and the burglary was still unaetectea. it was noted that their 
residence was approximately 8,000 square feet of living space and 
when •^ey were on one side of the house, it was difficult to hear 
anything on the other side of the house. 

JOE GARAGIOLA stated that he had called several 
individuals that were collectors of sports items and had advised 
them of the burglary which resulted in the loss of his 1946 St. 
Louis World Series ring. His wife provided th e name and address 
of their insurance adjuster as !

GARAGIOLA continued by saying that the police 
deparimient, during a routine search of the area, had located two 
of his wife's jewelry boxes outside of the residence. It was 
further noted that lAe jewelry had been taken from the jewelry 
boxes. Also found outside the residence was his jewelry box 
which contained the less e:q)ensive items of jewelry. It was 
noted that the expensive items were missing as was his wife's 
costume jewelry which was left in the drawer luitouched. The 
burglars also took two cloth pouches which contained diamond and 
pearl jewelry and the pouches were recovered outside the house

family were on the east side of their home during the burglary 
which occurred on the west side of the residence. The east side 
of the home is the family room and dining area and the west side 
is occupied by the master bedroom. The burglar or burglars 
obviously missed an envelope containing $400.00 in cash in JOE 
GARAGIOLA's drawer in his closet and they also missed an 
e:^ensive diamond piece of jewelry and obviously left several 
silver and turquoise pieces of Indian jewelry. 

JOE GARAGIOLA then provided the names and telephone 
nvimbers of individuals who were collectors or sports items which 
he had provided information to reference the burglary of his home 
and the disappearance of his 1946 St. Louis World Series ring. 

The list was provided as follows: 


Immediately following the interview, the interviewing 
Agent was shown the crime scene and the surrounding area to 
include the location of the recovered jewelry boxes and pouches. 
It was noted that an area outside the wall which borders the 
GARAGIOLA residence, that was further described as approximately 
20 feet across, provided ample cover for anyone to walk from the 
rear of the GARAGIOLA residence to the road on the east side. 

JOE GARAGIOLA concluded by stating that he would 
contact the office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation if he 
received any new information reference his missing jewelry or the 
burglary.

_ For information of Cleveland, Phoenix Division has 
experienced numerous residential burglaries in the Paradise 
Valley area, which is described as primarily an exclusive 
residential area. With very few exceptions, the burglaries occur 
between 6:00 p.m. and midnight, while the owners are at home. It 
IS believed that this time is chosen by the unsxab(s) to insure 
that the alarm systems are off. It is further noted that the 
victims J homes range from 8,500 to 12,500 square feet. While the 
family is on one side of the home watching t.v. , the bedroom area 
IS burglarized. 

Entry is usually made through windows, but sliding doors 
have been accessed. Once inside, uns\ab(s) go directly to the 
dressing room/bathroom/closet and neatly go through the drawers, 
taking only high quality jewelry and cash. Other valuables such 
as guns, yCRs, and other items are left behind. All the jewelry 
IS taken in the containers in which it is found. Once outside, 
the uns\ib(s) go to the nearest location which affords 
concealment, usually the block wall surrounding the back yard. 
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and sort the jewelry. The cheaper items and the containers are 
discarded. ^ On almost every occasion, a crime scene search 
uncovers discarded items in the nearby vicinity or the residence. 

Currently, the total number of burglaries total 40, with 
the loss totaling 1.5 million dollars.
